British scientists are reported to 
have met with more or less success la 
developing a method of transferring 
motion jiictures by radio. Some 
months ago a psWtugfaph was trans- 
ferred l..\ wireless from the Copen- 
hagen newspaper, the PolltikeB, to Eng. 

lund. and later from England to a ship 
In mid Atlantic, so that Hie possibil- 
ity rrf linking tl ovles with the new- 
art Is not remote. 

If perfected the new development of 
the already versatile art will make It 
possible for one to see on his own re- 
ceiving instrument tilings that are -hap- 
pening at a great distance. For 
instance, a ship is sinking at sea. The 
transmitting station of the vessel, in- 
stead of sending a message of 'the dis- 
aster, sends a pfl ture that anyone with 
a receiving set w ill be able to see lust 
as the present broadcasting progra 
are heard. 

That all sounds remote now. but 
the telephone was considered even 
more so, and the wireless even after 
Marconi's Immortal message had 
bridged the Atlantic, was generally be- 
lieved to be akin to the Idea of per- 
petual motion.

After 
the machines had been kepi clean and 
sterilised by the hot-water method, ll.e 
average of samples showed lean 
than 20.UUU bacteria per cubic centl 
meter, and one sample allowed only 
one thousand, (if course, with eaftJea* 
methods, milk produced by hand milk- 
ing may be badly contaminated ; but 
the milking machine, being an addi- 
tional piece of apparatus between the 
.■ow and the consumer, should receive 
special care. 

Hot-Water Method Best. 
Sterilising milking machines with a 
chlorine solution has be%n d >ne on a 
good many farms, but the tests made 
by the department have shown that 
much better results ••ome from the use 
of the hot-water method. Just after 
milking, the machines ure ilnse.l with 
cold or lukewarm water dravvn through 
by vacuum, the stream being broken 
occasionally by pulling the teat cups 
out of the water and Immersing them 
again. This I* done 10 or 12 time*. The 
prn. ess Is then repeated with hot soda 
solution, and the cups and tubing are 
washed with a brush at the same time. 
Then the parts are rinsed by drawing 
dean water through by vacuum.

bers rarely produce mosaic ptsnts. It 
has beeu found, however, thut seeds 
from mosaic fruits of the wild cucum- 
ber will produce a certain |iereetitage 
of mosaic plants when planted and 
the disease may thus winter over on 
thla wild host Wild cucumber vines 
appear along femes and streams from 
three to four weeks before the cultl 
vated CWIilnbers are planted, and the 
striped cucombur beetle feeds on 
these wild plants ami then flies to 
the cucumber fields, carrying the 
mosaic virus If It exist*. The com- 
mon milkweed Is also subject to cu- 
cumber mosaic and as It lives for 
many years the disease Is reproduced 
each year from the diseased roots 
Insects, particularly the melon aphis, 
are also the agents which curry 
mosaic from milkweed to cucumber 
Eradication of these wild hosts is 
strongly advised as the most effective 
control measure yet known. Meld 
experiments in. lb-ate that such treat 
ment not only reduces the amount of 
disease In the Melds, but also Its serl 
ousness by delaying Its nppoanUM* 
by two to four weeks Just si the time 
when the plants are producing lurgc 
yields. 

CORN FOR SILAGE PURPOSES 

Early Planting of Well-Matured Seed 
of Large Variety Is Often 
Most Profitable. 

In the north on early plant**! of 
well-matured seed of a tUW* variety 
of corn Is often most profitable when 
the crop is Intended for silage pur- 
poses. Of course. If a grain crop Is 
desired, the corn variety must be 
chosen that has the best chance of 
maturing a good yield of grain. But 
If silage Is the BBjSCt, the same de- 
cree of maturity Is not ue.vssary. 
The production may be increased slm 
ply by choosing a somewhat longer 
season crop, one that will reach the 
proper ensiling stage at about the 
same time the Northern jraln would 
have to be maturing.

Under the law. passed over the 
Governor's veto by the 1922 Gen- 
eral Assembly, every voter must 
register in order to be eligible to 
vote at the November election. 

Dates of registration this year. 
July 10 and 11 and September 8. 

Hours — 6 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Officers— Two Judges, a clerk and 
a sheriff. These are to be appoint- 
ed by the County Board of Election 
Commissioners not later than June 
20. from lists to be furnished by the 
party committees not later than 
June 15. "No person shall be eli- 
gible as an officer of registration 
who has committed a homicide, or 
who has been convicted of a felony 
or is under indictment therefor, or 
who is not sober, temperate, dis- 
creet anil of good demeanor, or has 
anything of value wagered on the 
result of the next election, or who 
is a candidate to be voted for at 
the next preceding (should be su- 
ceedlngl election, and who Is not 
capable of reading the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth in English 
and of writing a plain and legible 
hand." See Section 2 of the Act. 

It Is the duty of the registration 
clerk to post notices in at least six 
conspicuous places In the precinct 
ten days in advance, giving the time 
and place of registration. As soon 
as registration officers receive from 
the sheriff of the county notice of 
their appointment, they should se- 
cure a copy of the registration law 
and make themselves thoroly famil- 
iar with It. 

Who may register — "Said officers 
shall register every cltixen of the 
United States of his >hls or her pre- 
cinct, who shall apply to be regis- 
tered at the time and place in the 
manner required by law. who shall 
be twenty-one years of age at the 
next election, who has been a resi- 
dent of the state for one year, of 
the county six months and of the 
precinct in which such person offers 
to register sixty days 
ing the election." 



It Is not necessary that the voter 
should be a resident of the precinct 
sixty days before he offers to regis- 
ter. If. by the November election, 
he will have been a citizen of the 
state one year, of the county six 
months, and of the precinct sixty 
days he may register, even tho he 
may have moved into the precinct 
the day before . or even the day of 
registration. 

How to register — The voter rauat 
apply in person. His or her name 
will be recorded in a book by the 
Clerk. The voter must then give 
his address, street and number if In 
a city and post office if in the coun- 
try, length of residence in state, 
county and precinct, color, age. sex, 
occupation, party uffiliation, appar- 
ent weight and height and other 
means of indentificalion. When all 
of this is recorded, the voter must 
sign his name, if he can. If .he Is 
unable to sign he may make oath 
to that tact and the clerk will sign 
for him. When all of this is done 
and attested by the clerk and sher- 
iff the voter is duly registered. 

Within three days after registra- 
tion the books must he taken to the 
County Clerk's office, where a copy 
of each precinct book is made by 
the County Court Clerk 30-3t

Instructions for Setting Up the 
Antenna and for Assembling 
the Tuner. 

In order to pick up sufficient energy 
with the almple radio receiving set 
It la necessary to connect one termi- 
nal to an antenna consisting of one or 
In the air and 
all grounded material 
and the other terminal to a ground, 
usually the water supply pipe. The 
height of an antenna used with a 
email receiver should not be less than 
30 feet. As the received energy va- 
ries directly aa the height of an anten 
na, the higher the antenna the louder 
will be the signals or voice produced. 
The length of an antenna for ahort 
wave reception should not be less than 
BO feet nor should It be longer thsn 
200 feet. The minimum wave length 
to which a almple receiver can be 
adjuated for electrical rasonati e will 
be above that used by amateurs If 
the receiver be connected to an an- 
tenna 200 feet or more in length. 

A simple radiophone receiver cap- 
able of picking up radiophone sta- 
tions similar to KDKA at Bast Pitts- 
burgh, can be assembled by a novice 
for from 14 to $1.1. depending upon 
the builder's ability to use his hands. 
If the builder will conatrurt most tt 
bis apparatus he will appreciate it 
much more and probably will under- 
atand mure about Its 
If he buys a set already 
ever for those who hove not the abil- 
ity or the time to spend constructing 
their owa apparatus the following de- 
acrlptluti will Dot only give the details 
aa to the construction of each com- 
ponent part of a receiver hut also 
what standard ready-male parts can 
be pun-hused and used In Its stead. 

The material can be purchased at 
any electrical supply store 

Id erecting a simple antenna for 
use with the receiver shown In the 
diagram, :he antenna proper and the 
lead-In are uf stnit.-i.-i hard-drawn 
copper wire, strand No. 22, coating 
about 1 cent per fool. The two Insu- 
lators are of molded msteriol and can 
be purchased for about 23 cents each. 
The antenna shown Is supported be- 
tween a bouse and a pole. It may be 
found more convenient to support it 
between a tree and a house, two houses 
or even between two chimneys on j 
the sume house. In bringing down the 
lead-in care should be taken that It 
is kept as far awny from grounded 
material ■■ possible and when bring- 
ing through the wall or under the win- 
dow Into the huuse It should lie brought 
through some sort of an Insulating 
tube, such as rubber or bukellte. 

In making the ground connection 
the same kind of wire can be used as 
was purchased for the antenna. You 
can clean a section of the wuterplpe 
thoroughly and solder the ground wire

MAKING THE TUNER 

To make a tuner for this receiver, 
the following raw material will be re- 
quired : 

Piece of cardboard tubing three j 
luci.es outside diameter and five ' 
Inches long, costing about 10 cents. 

100 feet No. 22 double cotton-cov- | 
ered magnet wire costing J." cents. 

Standard slider (see sketch) for hi 
by hi brass rod, 40 cents. 

1 six-inch length of hi by hi brass 
rod (square) 20 cents. 

2 binding posts (see sketch) 20 
cents. 

J circular blocks of wood whose 
diameter Is Just equal to the Inalde 
diameter of the piece of cardboard 
tubing and betweeu 3-8 and 1-2 loch 
thick. 

Some shellac or varoish Is also re- 
quired. 

Starting one-half Inch from ooe end 
uf the cardboard tube wind on the I 
No. 22 D. C. C. wire within one-half 
Inch of the other end of the tube. { 
Fasten one end of the winding to the ! 
tube but allow some surplus wire on | 
the other end for making a conuec- j 
tlon. After the winding is In place 
give It a coat of shellac or varnish 
to hold the turns In place. Assemble . 
the clrculur-cut pieces of wood In the 
geometrical center of the square 
blocks and then shellac or varnish 
for the appeuruuee's sake. 

thoroughly dry slip the two 
end blocks Into the wound tube an* 
by means of a few finishing brads 
drlveu through the cardbourd tube, 
fasten the end blocks to the wuuud 
tube. ii. slider Is tu be mounted 
on top of the coll und should be cup- 
able of making contact with uny turn 
of the wire on the tube.

There Is a general but erroneous be- 
lief that the cost of sewerage Is little 
In the city, hut almost prohibitive In 
the country. All personal and realty 
properties In a certain Eastern city 
average a valuation of (10,382 per 
home, which pays $801 for sewers out- 
side the cellar wall. An average farm 
In a Middle Western state represents 
a valuation of ttTJBt, Is Dot a farm- 
er Justified in the small outlay required 
to dispose of the farm sewage? Be- 
cause of the Issuance of hoods and the 
apportlonmeot of sewer systems for a 
series of years, the city dweller may 
have hia burden distributed over a 
long period. The farmer does not pay 
interest od these obligations, and sew- 
er work can be done more cheaply In 
the country than In the city. 

Not Merely a Pad. 
Safe disposal of farm sewage Is not 
a passing fad, but u vital necessity, 
cautions the United States Department 
of Agriculture. A good sewerage in- 
stallation Is an asset, because It great- 
ly promotes the bealthfulness und 
wholesomeness of the farm. Moreover, 
the benefits are fur-reaching, because 
farm products go Into every home, 
and farm and urban populations min- 
gle freely. Before undertaking con- 
struction It la beet to prepare u definite 
plao. Asslstaoce and advice can be 
had from the local county agent. Such 
agencies as agricultural extension 
workers, state agricultural colleges, 
state and local boards of health, the 
United States public health service und 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture are all desirous of aastatteg the 
farmer who contemplates ih>* installa- 
tion of a satisfactory sewuue d ! sposul 
plant.
